hoods; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Michigan Municipal League in convention assembled this 
29th day of September 1977 urges the Michigan Legislature 
to promptly enact legislation which (1) prohibits lending 
institutions from utilizing appraisal and lending practices 
which tend to promote neighborhood decay, (2) authorizes 
the Michigan State Housing Development Authority to 
develop in cooperation with local communities a clearly 
delineated program of loans and grants to rehabilitate low 
and moderate income housing and neighborhoods, and 
(3) assures availability of essential insurance.
